The purpose of this memorandum isto let you know that the Office of Compliance (OC) is
meaking funds (gpproximately $1.5 M) available for multi-media ass stance agreements with states and
tribes. The proposas can be in the range of $50,000 - $200,000 and should be in either of two focus
areas. | am asking for your assistance in working with your states and tribes to develop pre-proposas
which can be submitted to Headquarters by May 5, 2003. The Notice of Availahility is atached and

In addition, OC is planning to begin a
new initiative in FY 03 - the Satigtically Vdid Non-Compliance Rate (SYNCR) Lead 1018 Project in
St Louisfor $75,000, contact is Lynn Vendinello (202) 564-7066.

Focus Areas
Asexplained in the atached Notice, the assistance agreements will be funded only for projects

in the following focus areas. 1) environmenta enforcement training; and 2) supporting improved linkages
between EPA and State/Tribal systems. Please see the attached Notice of Availability for more details.



Process

States and tribes are requested to send e ectronic pre-proposals that do not exceed 5 pages,
smultaneoudy to their Regiona Enforcement Coordinator or Division Director and to David Piantanida,
of my gaff, by May 5, 2003. Regionswill then have until May 23 to provide aranking of their top 5 or
top 25% in each of the funding areas. A panel of reviewers made up of headquarters and regiona
experts from each of the focus areas will review only those top pre-proposals.

Funding decisions will be made by late June based on pre-proposds, and regions are asked to
provide regiond grant application materias to the sdlected recipients by July 25. Find proposals are
due to regions and headquarters by September 15, 2003.

The projects will be administered by regiond offices, dthough if aregion fedsa particular
project is more appropriately administered by headquarters, | am willing to discuss such an

arrangement. Each region should identify a project officer for each project sdected for funding. Project
officers should be competent in the focus area of the project they will manage.
